653 Subscriptions at Binghamton; Near 7,000 Booklets Distributed 


One of the most refreshing 
things about the revival cam 
recently closed in New York State 
was the eager way people took and 
read my literature. Subscriptions 
poured in to The Sword of the 
Lord. 653 subscriptions were 
turned in during the month of the 
down town revival, from Bingham- 
ton and vicinity. Some came from 
those who heard me preach on the 
radio, some from the Bible School 
there, but most. of them from peo- 
ple attending the revival. On ac- 
count of the controversy with those 
who tried to block the revival and 
ruin my ministry, I did not feel 
free to give out many sample 
copies of my paper but people 
begged for them continually, and 
workers were necessary at two big 
tables practically all the time be- 
fore and following the services. 

At first, three big wooden boxes

Revival services in the big Bing- 
hamton Theatre closed on Sunday, 
February 23rd, but the revival goes 
on, and the entire town is still 
stirred. I arrived in Dallas to find 
letter after letter from Binghamton 
inclosing newspaper clippings with 
big headlines. 

I had preached in the revival on, 
“Sodom, Gomorrah and Bingham- 
ton —- Three Of A Kind.” A Meth- 
odist Presiding Elder (Superintend- 
ent, they are called there) protest- 
ed before the Methodist ministerial 
meeting that an outsider shouldn't 
liken Binghamton to Sodom. Some 
remarkable things happened as evi- 
dence, and I announced that I 
would preach again on the same 
subject, which I did, exposing cer- 
tain conditions in the city. The 
same day police made a raid on no- 
torious dens of vice. The Bingham- 
ton Sun published an account of 
my sermon and side by side an 
account of the raid and gave po- 
lice court records which proved my 
point. 

A little after the revival closed; 
a prominent Binghamton woman 
wrote the City Council demanding 
an investigation. The City Council 
appointed the City Manager to in- 
vestigate. The newspapers report- 
ed that with full page head lines 
giving my sermon all the credit for 
the investigation. The Police Chief 
attacked me in the daily newspa- 
pers. The pastors who codperated 
in the meeting demanded an apol- 
ogy from him and asked why he 


had said nothing about me until | |

I have never met the Chief of 
Police in Binghamton. It was not 
my fault if he was put in a most 
embarrassing position and ap- 
peared, according to newspaper re- 
ports, to have compromised seri- 
ously with the underworld. 

The police department in Dallas 
wired him immediately that I was 
well known and had no criminal 
record, etc. The first day I was 
home they called me, told me about 
the matter with great embarrass- 
ment and gave me a copy of Chief 
Abel’s telegram!

THE SWORD OF THE LORD

In Acts 2:38, baptism is not 
made essential to salvation, but is 
mentioned as of importance in re- 
ceiving “the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” Sinners should repent (or 
trust in Christ for forgiveness) but 
having repented, they should fol- 
low Christ in baptism to have the 
blessing of Holy Spirit power. It 
is worth noticing that the Holy 
Spirit came visibly on Jesus im- 
mediately following His baptism, 
and that was evidently meant for 
a lesson to us. 

Very clear is the statement of 
Peter in Acts 5:32: 


“And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the 
Holy Ghost; whom God hath giv- 
en to them that obey him.” 


God gives the Holy Spirit to 
them that obey Him, Peter says. 
Obedience is essential to Holy Spir- 
it power for soul winning. 

Second, those who want this 
power from Heaven should pray 
for it. While the disciples were 
tarrying before Pentecost, they 
earnestly prayed. Acts 1:14 says: 


"These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the 
mother of Jesus, and with his breth- 
ren. 

In Acts 4:31 we are told how the 
disciples, after a season of prayer, 


were again filled with the Holy 
Ghost. 


“And when they had prayed, 
the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together; and they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and they spake the Word of God 
with boldness." 

They had been praying for spir- 
itual power and boldness and these 
come only by the Holy Spirit. So 
when they had prayed, they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost. 

Again in Acts 8:15, we are told 
how Peter and John came down 
to Samaria, 


"Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost." 


The new converts in Samaria re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost in answer to 
prayer. 

Paul, after his conversion, spent 
three days praying (Acts 9:11). 
In. fact, he fasted and prayed, 
neither eating and drinking the 
three days (vs. 9), and then in 
verse 15 of the same chapter, we 
are told how he was “filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” There is a con- 
nection between prayer and filling 
of the Holy Ghost. 

In Acts 13:2 we are told how 
certain prophets and teachers fast- 
ed and prayed, and how the Holy 
Ghost spoke to them. That verse 
says; 

"As they ministered to th Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost ‘said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto | have 
called them.’ 

In Ephesians 3:14-19, Paul says 
that he bows his knees to God for 
the Ephesian Christians that they 
may be “strengthened with might 
by His Spirit” and “filled with all 
the fulness of God.” The filling of 
the Holy Spirit comes in answer to 
prayer as well as obedience 

Luke 11:13, then, is clearly ap- 
plicable to this matter. 

"lf ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask him?” 

That truth is not changed by 
the changing dispensations. The 
disciples were not to pray for the 
indwelling of the Spirit. That was 
to come when Jesus was glori- 


of sin, and its awful consequence.

fied, and did come the same day. 
But the Holy Spirit power to win 
souls comes in answer to prayer. 
In the same passage, Luke 11, 
verses 5 to 8, tells of a man who 
went to his neighbor to borrow 
bread and said, “For a friend of 
mine in his journey is come to 
me, and I have nothing to set be- 
fore him.” The bread which we 
need to set before our friends is 
the Bread of Life which can only 
be served effectively with Holy 
Spirit power. And in the same con- 
nection with this parable, Jesus 
commanded us to pray for the Holy 
Spirit, and promised that God 
would give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask Him! 


No Room For Quarrelling Here 

Perhaps, dear Reader, you can- 
not see eye to eye with me on 
every detail of the truth presented 
in this article.
